Disabled veterans 
to get increase 


Compensation payments for disabled veterans 
will go up 3 percent Dec. 1, the U:S. Department 
of Veterans Affairs has announced. 

Legislation signed into law by President Bush 
Oct. 24 contained the cost-of-living allowance. 
About 2 million veterans receiving monthly pay- 
ments will notice the increase on checks issued 
in January. 

Compensation including the inflation allowanc—_ 
es ranges from $85 a month for a single veteran 
with a 10 percent disability rating 'to $1,730 a 
month for a single veteran with a disability rat- 
ing of 100 percent. % 

The increases will also apply to 312,000 survi- 
vors of armed service members of veterans who 
died from service-connected causes. 

Veterans with disability ratings of 30 percent 
or more may get additional allowances for 
dependents, according to officials of the Depart- 
ment of Veterans Affairs.

The new special marker, 

appropriate for a Medal of Hon- 
or-recipient, was set in-place on 
Oct. 31 to replace the old mark- 
er, which had deteriorated over 
the years. 
__The Wm. T:Sherman Camp 65 
ef the Sons of the Union Veter- 
ans was present Saturday for the 
dedication, dressed in Civil War 
uniforms. Near the end of the 
ceremony, a 21-gun salute was 
fired. 


“The Medal of Honor is ‘the 


, highest, most respected honor,”’ 


said Major Jack Grothe of the 
Sons of Union Veterans. ‘‘The 
medal is awarded for outstand- 
ing individual leadership and 
courage at the risk of one’s own 
life, often leading to the saving 
of another's life."’ - 

Grothe said the medal has 
become known as the medal you 
must die to receive. 

Of the 3.414 medals issued to 
date, only 204 of the recipients 
are living today. 

Grothe said 17 medals have 
been awarded to military people 
who were involved in the Per- 
sian Gulf. 


MCKEEN RECEIVED the 
medal in 1890, just before his 
death for his actions while in the 
army during the Stones River 
Battle’of Dec. 30, 1862, ‘and~in 
the charge upon the Confederate 
forces at Liberty Gap, Tenn.; on 
June 25 1863.

Time to limit children’s ti

There are many qualities that 
are difficult to measure — beau- 
ty, kindness, generosity and vio- 
lence on television. Bui that does 
not mean those attributes do not 
exist. 

And in the case of violence on 
television, just because it is diffi- 
cult to measure we cannot then 
infer that. it is not a problem 
This is the argument’ advanced 
by David Bianculli in “Teleliter- 
acy: Taking Television Serious- 
ly” (Continuum Publishing, 
$24.95.) 

Bianculli argues very convinc- 
ingly in his book about the many 
Positive influences of television 
on our culture. But his dismissal 
of concerns about the youth of 
our nation and their infatuation 
with television fails to adequate- 
ly address the problems. 

People concerned about the 
development of children have 
two basic complaints about tele- 
vision as a childhood activity: 
the proliferation of violence and 
inappropriate social messages in 
contemporary television shows, 
and the amount of time Ameri- 
can childreh spend engaging in 
this passive activity 

Bianculli argues that because 


we cannot adequately Measure 
violence on television, there is 
no need to worry about it. That 
would be a convenient escape 
from the problem, but many 
be poe do not agree with Bian- 
culli 


The American Medical Associ- 
ation and the American Acade- 
my of Pediatrics are two organi- 
zations that have expressed 
official concerns. about the 
amount -of violence children 
today are witnessing on televi- 
sion. 

“Children's exposure to televi- 
Sion and television violence 
should become part of the public 
health agenda, along with safety 
seats, bicycle helmets, immuni- 
zations and good nutrition,” 
writes Brandon Centerwall in an 
American*Medical Association 
Statement released in June. 

The statement continues that 
television violence has well-docu- 
mented effects on children and 
increases levels~ of physical 
aggressiveness and violence ‘on 
the part of children. 

Violence, like beauty, is in thé 
eye of the beholder. But most 
people would agree wholeheart- 
edly that television violence is 
on the rise and cannot be benefi- 
cial for our children

The amount of. time 
children spend watching televi- 
sion is critical even if-they are 
watching educational or innocu- 
ous. programs. 

My 7-year-old son has less 
than four hours of free time a 
day on school days.

less_sleep, there still is not 
enough time in their day for 
these kids to spend hours 
in front of a television set. 

Children need diverse experi- 
ences and time for exercise, 
reading, hobbies and sports — 
what was known in the good old 
days as playing, 

Most parents would be con- 
cerned if their child spent the 
majority of his free time playing 
with just one friend or 
in just one activity. 

That concern should be even
